! No plant can maintain peak opera- 
| tions throughout the year. Record 
production for a day by any com- 
pany is usually the result of a com- 


| bination of favorable factors making 


ideal operating conditions only for a 
relatively short period. 

For example, Chevrolet on March 
31, 1927, produced 5,075 cars and 
trucks. On the basis of 300 work- 
ing days in a year this rate would 
give annual production of better 
| than 1,500,000 units, The company 
|actually produced in 1927 1,001,800 
| units. Taking into consideration op- 
interruptions, Chevrolet 


probably could produce _ 1,200,000 


|units if demand warranted. 


Theoretical capacity is arrived 
at by taking peak operations for 
a single day and projecting to an 
annual basis of 300 working days.

Last month there 
were 315 more Chevrolets registered 
than for February, 1927, and a 
substantial gain scored in January 
would indicate that the dealer 
organization is at least starting 
out to justify the optimism. 

Chevrolet’s gain over February 
last year was 22.27 per cent. with 
totals of 1,729 for 1928 and 1,414 for 
last year. It had no difficulty in 
maintaining the lead in the general 
standing of all cars. 

Hudson-Essex also held its posi- 
tion of second place which the

the year. Hudson had 261 and 
Essex 494, a combined total of 755 

as against 148 for Hudson and 341

interest story that would have delighted the heart of the 
man whose memory is thus to be honored. And in the story 
also there lies a lesson in human triumph over past errors 


which it would be well for all of us to learn, and it is not} 


necessary for us to go to jail to learn it, either. 

Back in the nineties of the last century William Sydney 
Porter was an inconspicuous bank clerk in an Ohio institu- 
tion. A shortage developed in the funds of the bank under 
Porter’s care. Porter always contended that he was com- 
pletely innocent of any wrongdoing. Nevertheless, he left

Know- 
ing the trend of Porter’s mind it is quite easy to under- 
stand how ill he fitted in with the meticulous accuracy 
demanded by bank routine. It is easy to understand how 
readily he might have been made the scapegoat of his own 
carelessness or another's intentional evil. He may have 
served his term in prison with the knowledge that some 
human reptile was walking the streets in freedom and the 
odor of hypocritical sanctity, while he paid the price as 
a scapegoat. 


Such an experience as the one he went through would 


have been enough to turn most men into sour misanthropes | 


and hopeless failures, yet, within ten years after he came 
out of jail, Sydney Porter,.under the pen name of O. Henry, 
had achieved fame and modest prosperity as a writer, and 
had carved out a niche for himself in that cold and cynical 
city known as New York. 

There never has been a more inspiring example of tri- 
umph over past mistakes than the life of Sydney Porter 


gives us, and the rearing of the jail, which is the obvious

Ford prob- 
ably can operate closer to theoreti- 
cal capacity than other companies 
because of his comparative indepen- 
dence of outside sources for raw 
materials and his policy of infre- 
quent model changes.

This expan- 
sion gave Oakland daily capacity of 
720 cars and Pontiac 1,080, or a 
|combined capacity of 1,800 automo- 
|biles each nine-hour day. On a 
two-shift basis Oakland-Pontiac 
would have a capacity for 1,080,000 
units annually, figuring 300 working 
days to the year. But this assumes 
continuous peak operations, so for 
practical purposes capacity may be 
considered 864,000 units annually, 
which is after a 20 per cent. reduc- 
tion for production irregularities.
